Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  forward  you  my  Report  for  the  Twelve  Months 
ending  December  31st,  1905. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  the  District,  according  to  the  census 
of  1901  was  9,020,  and  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year 
1905  was  9,530. 

AREA. 

The  total  area  of  the  District  is  4,711  acres. 

BIRTHS. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-two  births  have  been  registered, 
a decrease  of  thirty-one  from  last  year,  which  gives  a birth 
rate  of  35*88  per  thousand  per  annum. 

In  1904  the  number  of  births  was  373,  giving  a birth  rate 
of  39*57  per  thousand  per  annum. 

In  1903  the  number  of  births  was  374,  giving  a birth  rate 
of  40*32  per  thousand  per  annum. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths,  after  adding  those  of  residents 
who  have  died  outside  the  District,  and  deducting  those  of 
non-residents  who  have  died  in  the  District,  is  one  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  a decrease  of  fifteen  from  last  year,  which 
gives  a death  rate  of  16*99  per  thousand  per  annum. 

In  1904  the  death  rate  was  18*82  per  thousand  per  annum. 

In  1903  it  was  18  per  thousand  per  annum. 
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The  following  Table  shows  the  number  of  deaths  of 
residents  which  have  occurred  in  each  Township  during 
each  quarter  of  the  year,  also  ages  in  groups  at  which  the 
deaths  took  place. 
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ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 


There  have  been  sixteen  deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease, 
which  gives  a death  rate  of  1‘67  per  thousand  per  annum, 
a decrease  of  1*52  per  thousand  per  annum  from  last  year. 

Of  these  deaths  5 occurred  in  Earsdon  Township.

Seven  were  under  one  year,  and  nine  were  between  one 
and  five  years  of  age. 

PHTHISIS  DEATH  RATE. 

There  have  been  11  deaths  from  Phthisis  during  the 

year,  which  gives  a death  rath  of  1T5  per  thousand  per 

annum,  an  increase  of  ‘09  per  thousand  from  that  of  last 

vear.

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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

There  have  been  62  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of 
age,  which  gives  a mortality  rate  of  181*28  per  1,000  births, 
a decrease  of  22*47  from  that  of  last  year. 

Of  these  deaths,  27  occurred  in  Earsdon  Township,  which 
gives  a mortality  rate  of  194*24  per  1,000  births  ; 6 occurred 
in  Back  worth  Township,  which  gives  a mortality  rate  of 
125  per  1,000  births  ; 13  occurred  in  Holywell  Township, 
which  gives  a mortality  rate  of  130  per  1,000  births  ; 16 
occurred  in  Murton  Township,  which  gives  a mortality  rate 
of  290*9  per  1,000  births. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  lowest 
in  the  Backworth  Township,  probably  due  to  the  young 
married  people  removing  from  the  houses  of  their  parents 
there,  and  coming  into  the  Earsdon  Township,  where,  as 
there  are  fewer  colliery  and  more  rented  houses,  they  are 
better  able  to  get  a home  of  their  own. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  in  the  Murton  Township  the  rate 
is  exceedingly  high,  due,  I think,  to  the  unsettled  class  of 
people  there,  who  keep  coming  and  going,  and  consequently 
take  little  care  of  young  children. 

The  following  table  shows  the  ages  at  which  the  deaths 
took  place,  also  the  causes  of  death  ; —

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  have  been  55  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified 
during  the  year,  as  against  81  last  year,  which  is  a con- 
siderable decrease. 

The  diseases  notified  were  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever, 
Continued  Fever,  Puerperal  Fever,  Small-pox,  Diphtheria, 
and  Erysipelas,  which  have  occurred  at  the  places  and  in 
the  months  indicated  below. 

SCARLET  FEYER. 

Fifteen  cases  have  occurred  during  the  year,  a decrease 
of  18  from  last  year,  and  represents  an  attack  rate  of  1‘57 
per  thousand. 

In  1904  the  attack  rate  was  3*51  per  thousand. 

Earsdon  Township. — Seven  cases  ; 1 in  January,  2 in 
April,  2 in  May,  1 in  June,  and  1 in  July. 

Backworth  Township. — One  case  in  March. 

Holywell  Township. — Six  cases ; 3 in  January,  1 in 
February,  1 in  March,  and  1 in  June. 

Merton  Township. — One  case  in  February. 

This  disease  has  been  of  a mild  type.  The  use  of  the 
Hospital  has  been  offered  for  every  case,  but  has  not  been 
taken  advantage  of  except  for  the  two  cases  which  occurred 
in  one  house  in  the  Earsdon  Township  in  April. 

ENTERIC  FEYER. 

Three  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  have  occurred,  a decrease 
of  3 from  last  year. 

Earsdon  Township. — One  case  in  September. 

Holywell  Township. — Two  cases  ; 1 in  January  and  1 
in  June. 
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I visited  these  cases,  but  could  not  discover  any  local 
cause  for  the  ones  at  Holywell,  but  at  Moor  Edge, 
Earsdon,  where  the  case  occurred  in  September,  I found 
that  the  water  which  was  used  for  drinking  purposes  was 
pumped  from  a well  near  the  farm  house.  This  well  was 
liable  to  pollution,  and  was  no  doubt  the  cause  of  the 
disease.  It  has  since  been  closed. 

This  patient  was  removed  to  the  Grange  Hospital. 

A death  of  a non-resident  occurred  from  this  disease  at 
the  Grange  Hospital  in  August. 

CONTINUED  FEVER. 

One  case  occurred  in  the  Earsdon  Township  in  August. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

One  case  occurred  in  the  Earsdon  Township  in  April. 

SMALLPOX. 

Nine  cases  of  Small-pox  have  occurred,  which  is  a 
decrease  of  5 cases  from  last  year. 

Earsdon  Township. — Three  cases  ; 1 in  February,  1 in 
March,  and  1 in  April. 

Murton  Township. — Six  cases ; 5 in  February,  and  1 in 
November. 

The  outbreak  of  this  disease  which  occurred  in  February, 
in  the  Murton  and  Earsdon  Townships — as  mentioned  in 
my  monthly  report — was  imported  by  a man  who  had  been 
going  about  Murton  while  suffering  from  Small-pox,  not 
having  had  any  medical  attendant. 

The  case  which  occurred  in  November  was  of  a mild 
type,  and  I was  unable  to  discover  where  he  had  con- 
tracted the  disease. 
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All  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Small-pox  Hospital 
at  Scaffold  Hill.  The  contacts  isolated  and  the  houses 
thoroughly  disinfected. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  Murton  Town- 
ship in  February. 

In  this  case  the  probable  cause  of  infection  was  from  a 
drain  which  was  inside  the  house,  and  which  had  no  proper 
ventilation. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

Twenty-five  cases  of  Erysipelas  have  occurred,  an  in- 
crease of  2 from  last  year. 

Earsdon  Township. — Six  cases  ; 1 in  February,  2 in 
April,  1 in  June,  1 in  November,  and  1 in  December. 

Backworth  Township. — Seven  cases ; 1 in  January,  2 
in  April,  1 in  May,  1 in  September,  and  2 in  October. 

Holywell  Township. — Nine  cases  ; 1 in  February,  2 in 
May,  2 in  June,  1 in  July,  1 in  August,  1 in  November,  and 

1 in  December. 

Murton  Township. — Three  cases ; 1 in  January,  1 in 
March,  and  1 in  June. 

Of  the  55  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  notified,  only  12 
cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospitals  ; 9 to  the 
Small-pox  Hospital,  which  has  accommodation  for  20 
patients,  and  3 to  the  Grange  Hospital,  which  has  accom- 
modation for  24  patients. 

The  accommodation  at  these  hospitals  seems  small  for 
the  districts  they  serve,  which  have  altogether  a popula- 
tion of  about  47,000,  but  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  in 
these  districts  people  are  very  reluctant  to  allow  their 
relatives  to  be  removed  there.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supplied  to  your  district  is  from  the  Newcastle 
and  Gateshead  Water  Company.  It  is  of  good  quality,  and 
is  comparatively  free  from  risk  of  pollution. 

As  reported  to  you  in  my  monthly  report  of  last  June,  the 
Townships  of  Back  worth  and  Murton  were  receiving  an 
inadequate  supply  of  water.  This  has  been  remedied  by 
the  laying  of  a 3-inch  pipe  from  a point  near  the  Council 
Chambers — a distance  of  600  yards — for  the  special  supply 
of  the  Backworth  Township,  and  by  the  laying  of  a pipe 
from  Bertram  Place  to  Moor  Cottage,  at  Murton — a distance 
of  1,600  yards — for  the  special  supply  of  the  Murton  Town- 
ship. The  old  supply  for  this  township  from  the  North 
Shields  main  has  now  been  discontinued. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  Holywell  Village,  which  derived 
its  supply  from  a well,  which  1 frequently  pointed  out  to 
you,  was  very  liable  to  pollution,  has  now  got  a proper 
supply,  a pipe  having  been  laid  from  Bates’  Cottages — a 
distance  of  500  yards — for  this  purpose. 

» 

The  Church  Pit,  Low  Steads  Dairy  Farm,  and  Arthur’s 
Farm,  Holywell,  which  were  previously  without  a proper 
supply  of  water,  have  now  got  one. 

The  water  has  been  supplied  to  ail  new  property  erected 
in  the  district. 

The  total  consumption  of  water  for  the  year  for  all 
purposes  has  been  29,007,000  gallons,  an  increase  of  1,617,000 
gallons  from  last  year.  The  consumption  for  domestic 
purposes  has  been  24,700,000  gallons,  an  increase  of  2,999,000 
gallons  from  last  year. 

The  average  consumption  per  head  per  day  has  been 
7'1  gallons,  as  compared  with  6*4  gallons  per  head  per  day 
of  last  year. 
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PUBLIC  LIGHTING. 

During  the  year  the  main  roads  at  Earsdon,  Backworth, 
Earsdon  Square,  New  Backworth,  and  East  and  West 
Holywell,  have  been  lighted  by  electricity.  149-16  candle 
power  lamps  have  been  erected  for  this  purpose,  the  cur- 
rent for  which  is  supplied  by  Backorth  Coal  Company. 

The  whole  of  the  main  roads  are  now  lighted  with  the 
exception  of  Murton  Township,  and  arrangements  have 
been  made  with  the  Tynemouth  Gas  Company  for  the 
lighting  of  this  place  by. gas  lamps,  and  the  work  is  now 
being  proceeded  with. 

SEWERAGE. 

I have  again  to  report  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of 
the  sewage  farm  at  Earsdon.  The  foul  condition  of  the 
effluent  from  it  is  polluting  the  Brier  Dene  Burn  and 
causing  a nuisance  near  the  Bee  Hive  Inn. 

This  sewage  farm  which  was  formed  over  20  years  ago 
is  now  totally  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  quantity  of 
sewage  brought  from  the  increased  area  which  now  drains 
into  it. 

It  is  under  consideration  by  the  Council  to  deal  with 
this  question  by  taking  the  sewage  to  the  sea. 

As  mentioned  in  my  report  of  July  the  sewer  from  C Pit 
discharged  near  the  four  houses  at  this  place,  and  caused 
a nuisance.  This  has  been  remedied  by  extending  the 
sewer  and  thus  removing  the  nuisance. 

I have  found  it  necessary  to  complain  of  the  practice 
which  many  of  the  farmers  have  of  laying  large  and  foul 
heaps  of  manure  near  public  places  which  cause  a nuisance. 
This  matter  requires  your  attention. 
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Several  of  the  sewers  in  your  district  have  been  taken 
up  and  relaid  during  the  year. 

All  newly  erected  houses  have  the  necessary  sanitary 
arrangements. 

SCAVENGING. 

There  are  very  few  water  closets  in  your  district, 
privies  and  ashpits  largely  prevail.  Many  of  the  ashpits 
are  too  large  and  without  roofs  which  should  be  remedied. 

The  disposal  of  the  refuse  is  accomplished  by  dividing 
the  district  into  fourteen  sections,  which  are  let  by  tender 
to  various  contractors,  who  must  empty  them  at  Jeast 
once  in  four  weeks.  This  system  answers  fairly  well,  and 
has  been  better  and  more  regularly  done  than  in  former 
years.  The  chief  drawback  is  the  difficulty  of  finding 
suitable  deposits.  A refuse  destructor  would  be  a great 
improvement. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

I have  in  company  with  your  Sanitary  Inspector  visited 
the  dairies  and  cowsheds  in  the  district.  They  were  satis- 
factory with  the  exception  of  two,  which  had  not  a proper 
water  supply,  but  this  defect  has  been  remedied  in  both 
cases. 

Regulations  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and  Milk- 
shops  Orders  have  not  been  adopted. 

OVERCROWDING  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

With  regard  to  my  report  on  the  overcrowding  of  the 
District  of  1904  I am  glad  to  inform  you  that  more 
attention  has  been  paid  to  this  matter  during  the  last  year. 
Your  Sanitary  Inspector  and  I saw  the  owners  of  the 
houses  and  the  colliery  managers,  and  several  of  the  cases 
of  overcrowding  have  been  remedied,  although  there  are 
still  some  that  require  attention. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

I have,  from  time  to  time,  in  company  with  your  Sanitary 
Inspector,  visited  the  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the 
district.  The  two  factories,  one  at  Backworth  Village  and 
one  at  New  Backworth,  which  were  without  privy  accom- 
modation, have  had  this  defect  remedied.  The  others  were 
in  good  order,  and  have  sufficient  air  space  and  ventilation.

Written  notices — Factories,  2 ; total,  2. 

Defects  Found.— Sanitary  accommodation  (insufficient) 
— Found,  2 ; remedied,  2.

L beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1905. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

During  the  year  plans  have  been  presented  and  approved 
for  10  new  houses  in  the  district.  Improvements  have 
been  made  to  bouses  at  Backworth  and  Holywell  by  the 
erection  of  back  kitchens  by  the  colliery  company. 

PRIYAIE  STREET  WORKS  ACT. 

This  Act  has  not  been  put  into  force  in  the  district. 
There  are  still  a great  number  of  streets  that  are  in  a bad 
condition.  The  owners  of  which  have  all  been  written  to, 
but  I am  afraid  the  only  way  to  have  these  streets  repaired 
and  put  in  order  is  for  the  Council  to  undertake  the  work 
and  charge  the  expense  to  the  owners.  Several  of  the 
streets  at  Backworth  have  been  put  in  order  by  the  coal 
company.  They  intend  to  do  the  remainder  in  the  near 
future. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  sewer  at  Milbourne  Terrace,  Holywell,  has  been 
taken  up  and  relaid,  and  2 extra  manholes  built. 

The  sewer  at  Duke’s  Cottages,  Earsdon,  has  also  been 
taken  up  and  relaid,  with  cast  iron  pipes  across  the  main 
road.  The  sewer  at  South  Street,  Bertram  Place,  has 
also  been  relaid. 


A storm  trap  has  been  fixed  at  Earsdon,  below  Red 
Lion  Inn,  to  prevent  back  flooding  in  wet  weather. 

The  Havelock  Place  sewer  outlet  has  been  extended  a 
distance  of  110  yards,  at  the  cost  of  £34  6s.  8d. 

I have  prepared  plans,  &c.,  for  the  carrying  of  the 
sewerage  to  tidal  waters  at  the  North  Sea,  which,  after  the 
necessary  notice  has  expired,  application  will  be  made  to 

! 

the  Local  Government  Board  for  permission  to  borrow 
money  to  undertake  the  scheme. 

Ventilating  shafts  have  been  fixed  in  different  parts  of 
the  district  for  sewer  ventilation. 

All  sewers  are  periodically  flushed  by  automatic  flush- 
ing tanks. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

Your  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  Newcastle 
Water  Company  under  the  new  arrangement,  namely,  6d. 
per  1,000  gallons. 

Previously  Backworth  district  supply  was  intermittent. 
This  part  of  your  district  lias  been  connected  from  the 
4-inch  main  near  the  Council  offices  by  a 3-inch  main,  a 
distance  of  600  yards,  at  the  cost  of  £130. 

The  supply  is  now  constant. 

The  supply  for  Murton  and  New  York  is  now  taken  from 
your  main  at  Bertram  Place  instead  of  from  the  North 
Shields  main,  a 3-inch  main  has  been  laid  a distance  of 
1,650  yards  at  a cost  of  £211. 

Since  this  has  been  completed  the  supply  to  New  York 
has  been  constant.  Also  a 3 -inch  main  has  been  laid  to 
Holywell  village,  a distance  of  500  yards,  at  a cost  of  £53. 

The  water  has  been  laid  on  to  the  Low  Steads  Dairy 
Farm  at  a cost  of  £14  10s.  A supply  of  water  has  been 
taken  to  the  Church  pit,  a distance  of  500  yards,  at  a cost 
of  £11  5s. 
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The  water  mains  have  been  extended  on  account  of  new 
property  at  Earsdon  and  Bates’  Cottages. 

New  standposts  have  been  fixed  at  Seaton  Terrace. 

36  new  services  have  been  laid  in  different  parts  of  your 
district.  All  parts  of  your  district  have  a good  supply  of 
water  from  your  mains.

The  total  consumption  of  water  for  all  purposes  in  the 
district  has  been  29,007,000  gallons,  as  against  27,390,000 
gallons  last  year. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS. 

During  the  year  a large  number  of  nuisances  have  been 
brought  under  my  notice,  and  abated  when  I drew  the 
responsible  persons’  attention  to  them. 

During  the  year  the  Councillors  in  a body  inspected  the 
whole  district  with  a view  to  ascertain  its  sanitary  con- 
dition, and  I submitted  a detailed  report  of  the  inspection. 

With  regard  to  the  special  report  of  the  County  Council 
Medical  Officers  on  the  overcrowding  in  the  County,  as 
far  as  it  concerns  this  district,  I am  pleased  to  say  im- 
provement has  taken  place,  several  families  have  been 
removed  into  larger  houses. 
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SLAUGHTER  HOUSES 

I have  inspected  these  with  your  Medical  Officer.  They 
are  kept  in  very  good  condition.  There  are  six  of  them  in 
number.  On  my  recommendation  an  iron  tumbler  cart 
has  been  purchased,  and  used  by  the  Shiremoor  Co- 
operative Society  for  the  removal  of  offal. 

Bye-laws  should  be  framed  for  the  control  of  these 
premises. 

DAIRIES  AMD  COWSHEDS. 

These  have  been  inspected  with  your  Medical  Officer. 

The  majority  are  in  goo  i condition.  As  mentioned 
previously  the  water  supply  has  been  laid  on  to  two  at 
Holywell  Village  and  one  at  Low  Steads.  Bye-laws  should 
be  adopted  for  the  control  of  these  premises. 

PRECAUTION  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  are  visited,  and  the 
surroundings  inspected.  Disinfectants  are  supplied  gratis, 
and  if  practicable  the  premises  are  fumigated.  During 
the  year  I have  fumigated  the  schools  at  New  York  and 
Earsdon.  A disinfector  for  clothing,  bedding,  &c.,  is 
required. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS. 

I have  periodically  inspected  the  factories  and  work- 
shops in  your  district  and  found  them  in  good  order. 

SCAVENGING. 

The  scavenging  and  disposal  of  refuse  in  the  district  is 
carried  out  by  contract.  The  district  is  divided  into  14 
sections.  The  contractors  have  carried  out  the  work  in  a 
fairly  satisfactory  manner,  which  is  an  improvement  on 
previous  years. 
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The  cost  of  the  scavenging  in  the  different  sections  per 
house  per  annum  is  as  follows  : —

The  total  cost  of  scavenging  for  the  district  was 
£651  15s.,  which  is  a cost  of  Is.  4fd.  per  head  of  the 
population. 

Total  cost  last  year  was  £733  2s.  6d.,  which  was  at  the 
rate  of  Is.  6fd.  per  head  of  the  population. 

You  will  note  that  it  has  cost  £81  7s.  6d.  less  this  year 
for  the  scavenging,  and  there  are  10  more  houses. 
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LIGHTING. 

During  the  .year  the  Earsdon,  Backworth,  Havelock 
Place,  Earsdon  Square,  and  East  Holywell  roads  have  been 
lighted  by  electricity,  at  a cost  of  about  £570.  The  num- 
ber of  lamps  are  149,  of  10  c.p.,  the  number  of  units  used 
in  this  portion  of  your  district  was  6,097,  at  a cost  of  Gd. 
per  unit,  but  1 am  unable  to  work  out  the  cost  per  lamp, 
as  these  have  not  been  erected  a whole  year. 

The  Seaton  Terrace  and  Holywell  Village,  part  of  your 
district,  is  supplied  by  electricity  at  28s.  per  lamp  per 
annum.  5 extra  lamps  have  been  erected  at  Holywell 
Village  at  a cost  of  £22. 

Arrangements  have  been  entered  into  with  the  Tyne- 
mouth Gas  Company  to  light  New  York  and  Mur  ton  by 
gas,  and  a start  has  been  made  with  this  work. 

GENERAL 

1 have  periodically  inspected  your  district,  and  as  stated 
in  my  previous  reports  there  are  still  a number  of  large  open 
ashpits,  which  should  be  reduced  in  size  and  covered  in. 
In  parts  of  your  district  open  channels  are  the  only  means 
of  drainage.  These  should  be  done  away  with  and  proper 
gullies  fixed,  properly  connected  to  the  main  sewer. 

A great  number  of  nuisances  of  a minor  character  have 
been  abated  by  the  owner  on  receiving  an  informal  notice 
from  me. 

1 again  express  my  thanks  to  the  members  and  officials 
of  the  Council,  and  also  to  the  public  generally,  for  the 
manner  in  which  I have  been  supported  in  the  discharge 
of  my  duties.
